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Proposed Fee Increase for New Recreation and Athletic Complex 
for Concordia University Turned Down in Student Vote 


MONTREAL / April 8, 1994 — Preliminary results of a referendum asking 
students to contribute one half of the total $30 million cost of a new 
Recreation and Athletics Centre on Concordia University’s Loyola Campus 
indicate that the established quorum of 7,500 was not met and that a 
majority of the students who voted rejected the project. 


“We are very disappointed in the results,” commented Vice-Rector 
Services, Charles Bertrand. “This is a project that would benefit future 
generations of students. Unfortunately, | think that the difficult economic 
times and, in particular, the difficult economic situation of many of our 
students, had a great bearing on the result. There was also, very 
obviously, a lack of information about a number of key elements of the 
project. We intend to explain the project more fully in the months to 
come.”
